From  what  part  of  England  this  John  Clark  came  or  who  were  his 
ancestors,    there   is  no   reliable   information.  Tradition  has  it  that  he 

settled  en  the  James  River  in  Virginia  and  became  a   planter;  that  either  on 
the  vessel  coming  over  or  soon  after  his  arrival,    ha  met  and  fell   in  love 
with  a  Scotch  girl  who  beame  his  wife  and  that  she  was  "a  red-headed  beauty", 
The  prevalence  of  reddish  hair  in  the  Clark  family  is  probably  traceable  to 
this  lady.     (See  note  below) 

There  is  uncertainty  as  to   the  date   of  this  emigration  and  as  to   the 
history  of  the  family  for  some  time  afterwards.
